GOP Head Says 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20. 
A prediction that 
write a new formula for controll- 
ing rents, with provision for 
creases “where inequities exist,” 
came today from Rep. Wolcott 
(R. Mich.).

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U.S. Asks Nations fo Tell Numbers 


Of Troops Both Home and Abroad 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 
20. (#)—The United States call- 
ed on all members of the United 
Nations today to lay “All Cards” 
on the table and make complete 
reports on the numbers of their 
troops both at home and abroad. 

Without formally accepting a 
double-barreled proposal of Soviet

More Diapers In Evidence As Vets 
Move In At Local Housing Project 


BY NEWTON WALLACE 


The Parkside and Los Olivos 
housing projects have been under- 
going an evolution since the first 
of the year and as a result, the 
average age of the occupants have 
decreased considerably and in- 
fants and diapers on the line are 
much more in evidence. 

Since January, according to 
Mrs. Douglas Black, manager ot 
Parkside, only veterans of World 
War II have been admitted to the 
projects.. Parkside was originally 
constructed for workers at the 
Kaiser steel mill in Fontana and 
a good many employes still re- 
side there, but each time a fam- 
ily moves out, a veteran with his 
family moves in. 

Mrs. Black said that 80 fam- 
ilies have moved into the two pro- 
jects since veterans’ preference 
was started the first of the year. 
In addition to these, there are 
other veterans living there who 
were employed by the steel mill 


' before wartime service was a pre- 


requisite to housing.

One thing practically all Park- 
side residents have in common, 
whether they moved in yesterday 
or years ago, they regard the pro- 
ject as only temporary. Some are 
waiting and hoping that real es- 
tate values will drop, enabling 
them to buy homes. Others own 
lots here and are waiting for the 
building situation to ease up be- 
fore constructing a home of their 
own. Still others continue in their 
endless and sometimes almost 
hopeless search for a rental house 
or apartment in Upland. 

Many residents are students at 
Chaffey or Pomona college ana 
plan to stay here only for their 
education. This is particularly the 
case at Los Olivos where 15 vet- 
erans live, practically all students. 

Income Basis 

As this project is a permanent 
low cost housing settlement, en- 
trance is made on the basis of 
income, as well as veterans’ stat- 
us.*Because of inflated wages few 
veterans, except students earn less

The defeat of the bond issue yesterday should not be the 
end of planning for a better community. 

















This district has seen a steady growth since 1940 and pre- 
viously. It will continue to grow ... and citizens must con- 
tinue to plan for a larger community, embracing all of Up- 
land, Alta Loma and Cucamonga. 

Several large industrial firms have been figuring on the 
purchase of the shell plant adjacent to the Kaiser Co. At an 
early date the shell plant is likely to be sold and another 
industry will be added. 

A furniture upholstery manufacturing business has just 
recently been established here. Others are looking this way. 

By early in 1947 construction is scheduled to be under 
way on two major subdivisions here—in addition to many 
individuals who are building residences.

The war of arms was won by meeting face to face on the 
battlefield and hurling missiles at each other.

That is why, in the 
general assembly of the United Nations, debates have been 
and will continue to be sharp and controversial. 

It will not help us to pretend that these differences will not 
arise, said President Truman when he opened the assembly. 
Nor will it help us to pretend that these differences can ever 
be settled by argument. Victory in the war of ideas is 
achieved not by debate but by, demonstration, 

When we talk about democracy to other nations we are 
talking about the ability of our people to stick and work to- 
gether by voluntary agreement. And there is no use talking 
about that when marriage—our most frequent form of volun- 
tary agreement—is breaking up at the rate of one divorce in 
every three starts. 

When we talk about freedom to other nations we refer 
to the ability of each and every one of us always to give his 
best at any moment. And there is no use talking about that 

when all of us—our whole nation—is paralyzed by strikes 
for days and weeks at a time. We will lose democracy unless 
we live it. That, for most of us, does not begin with more de- 
bate, but with demonstration—on the living room carpet at 
home and on the factory floor.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20. (AP)—Big, strong men have 
done some strange things in Washington but the blue rib- 
bon in the heavyweight class goes to John L. Lewis, coal 
mine boss, and J. A. Krug, interior secretery. They've been 
seeing each other. 

It's like a movie. Exits and entrances almost ghostly.

Collisson showed up Nov. 1.

Krug came back. Lewis sat down with him Nov. 11, last 
Monday. When Lewis marched out of that meeting, fol- 
lowed by his 26 presidents, newsmen asked what had hap- 
pened. Lewis jerked his thumb back toward’s Krug's office. 
Krug stayed out of sight, and mum.
